-The flair of European cookery_and 
the dash of Continental custoum have 
been flavoring the Home Economics 
division «f The Stout Institute since, 
on July 27, Clara Carrison, assistant 
professor of home economics at. the 
college, returned from more than a 
month’s first-hand experience with 
the foods and sty!es of five European 
nations. % . 

From the chefs, restaurants and 

homes of France, Italy, Switzerland, 
Holland-and Belgium, Miss Carrixon 
‘brought back -to— ~an—abundunt. 
collection of fam European reci- 
pes, together with descriptions of u- 
nique settings in which these -deli- 
cacies are served on the Continent. 
She also studied European foods in 
relation to their appropriate’ use in 
our own society. 
-_As.a home economist chosen to par- 
ticipate in the “American Home Ec- 
onomists Field Trip to Western. Eur- 
ope,” Miss Carrison left the coliege 
July 20 on a flight to Paris. With 18 
other home economics specialists from 
all areas of. the United States, she 
observéd the life and customs of the 
five European nations. 

However, the search for culizary 
secrets was by-no means the only goal 
of the field trip. In an effort to gain 
a better understanding of Western 
European culture, the home econo- 
mists also studied such social and ec- 
onomic problems as education, -hous- 
ing, textiles, and clothing. On a num- 
ber of occasions during the trip the 
home economists lived with European 
families, observing the achievements 
and problems of these foreign peoples. 

The home economists also received 
the cooperation of officials of the five 
European nations. The Education 
Ministry of France planned visits to 
educational institutions. Such other 
current French problems as social se- 
curity and housing were explained-by 
French specialists. A reception by 
French textile manufacturers opened 
a series of visits to French fashion 
salons. 

The visitors were also addressed by 
Dr. Tremolieres, chief of the French 
Department .of Nutrition, and then 
visited the weaving, dyeing, printing, 
and finishing subsidiaries of the 
French textile industry in outlying 
cities of ,France. 

In Italy, Miss Carrison and her col- 
leagues again studied European foods 
and also discussed social problems 
with Italian officials. Among these. 
conferences were those with. Italian 
educators and with Professor Luzatto, 
déan of the CoHege of Economics and. 
Commercce at: Palazzo Foscari. After 
a visit to such diverse Italian indus- 

ries_as_those of glass blowing, lace 
making, and silk manufacture, the vis- 
itors studied the operation and pro- 
ducts of Italy’s “Center of Art and 
Culture.” a 

Highlights of the visitors’ obser- 
vations. in Switzerland, Holland and 
Belgium included a conférence with 
Professor B. Boesch, chairman of r the 
Central Office of Swiss Universities, 
and_an address, “United Europe,” by 
Robert Criven, council head of cultur- 
al__relations. — ‘ 

Members_of the field trip-then-took 
up residence with French families of 
the industrial region of Lorraine. The 


tour was concluded with a reception|* 


by French textile manufacturers and 
final conferences between members of 
the field trip and European officials.

The Indians then passed to 
the seven where Leo Janis pulled the 
receiver down. 

Tuska carried the ball again as 
there was no stopping the speedy 
halfback. The kick was good and the 
‘score was 14-0. 

Stout took the kick on their own 
twenty and with some smooth run- 
ning and great blocking they marched 
into La Crosse territory. 

A Harry Sauer to John Walters 
pass play netted twelve yards and an- 
other first down on the Indian’s 37 
yard line. Bill Greisch playing full 
back carried to the 31 and Sauer went 
through the line for the first down on 
the 26. .

1925 he had formed the Kolisch quar- 
tet, which set new standards for 
chamber. ‘music performance. The 
group played in some 800 European 
cities and introduced throughout the 
continent the music of advanced con- 
temporary composers like Schcoen- 
berg, Bartok, Berg, and Webern. 

In 1935 the group made its Ameri- 
can debut and toured the U. S. and 
South America under the manage- 
ment of Sol Hurck. In 1940 Kolisch 
became an-American- citizen and four 
years later he accepted the appoint- 
ment as artist-in-residence and first 
violinist with the Pro Arte group. 

In 1952, along with Conductor Di- 
mitri Mitropoulos and Pianist Edward 
Steurmann, Kolisch was voted the 
Schoenberg Medal by the Internation- 
al Society for Contemporary Music. 
He has long been recognized interna- 
tionally as one of the foremost inter- 
preters of Schoenberg’s work. 

During the summer of 1953 he 
toured Germany, by invitation of the 
U. S. High Commissioner, to give 
concerts at America Houses. He also 
made retordings at radio stations 
throughout western Europe as well as 
in-London and_Dublin. 

Second Violinist Alvert Rahier was 
born in Liege, Belgium. He studied at 
the Royal Conservatory of Music in 
Liege and with the world-famous 
violinist Eugene Ysaye. From 1928 to 
1940 he was concertmaster of the 
Opera in Brussels aid professor of 
violin at the Royal Conservatory of 
Ghent. He also played with the Bel- 
gian Piano String Quartet, 
came to the U. S. in 1940. In 1943 
Rahier joined the Pro Arte group. 

Violo-cellist Ernest Friedlander was 
born in Vienna, where he studied at 
the Vienna Conservatory of Music and 
the Hochschule fur Musik. He toured 
Europe as soloist and as first violo- 
cellist with the Vienna Concert or- 
chestra and the Popa-Grama String 
Quartet. After he came to the U. S. 
he was appointed head of the cello 
department of Arthur Jordan Con- 
servatory. He has been principal 
violo-cellist with the . Indianapolis 
Symphony and with the Kansas City 
Philharmonic Orchestra. In 1943 he 
toured the country as soloist and 
climaxed the tour with a recital in 
Town Hall, New York. Late that year 
he joined the Pro Arte. His cello con- 
certs with his pianist-wife have be- 
come eagerly awaited annual events: 
on the Wisconsin campus. 

Baltimore-born Violist Bernard Mil- 
efsy was graduated at 15 from high 
school and given a scholarship to 
atady at Peabody Conservatory. Later 

at Curtis Institute and at 
Gaorgt Washington University. He 
has been violist with the Pro Musica, 
the Kolisch and Gordon String quar- 
tets, and with the Wallenstein Sin- 
fenietta. In 1947 he made his New 
York Town Hall debut and joined the 
Pro Arte.

RECRUITMENT 
EFFORTS PROVE 
SUCCESSFUL 


A recent tabulation of replies of 
first-year students to a questionnaire 
asking why these students chose to 
attend The Stout Institute indicates 
that the student recruitment activities 
being carried on by the college are 
both important and successful. 

Interpreting the significance of an- 
swers received on the questionnaire 
has been Dr. Ralph G. Iverson, di- 
rector of student personnel services 
at Stout. He stresses the fact that 
of freshman students in attendance at 
Stout whose schools were visited by 
some member of the Stout faculty, 
one-half of such students indicated 
that the very visit was an important 
factor in their decision to attend 
Stout. 

“This high percentage of reaction 
to faculty visits of high school stu- 
dents is evidence,” Dr. Iverson states, 
“that fuculty visitations do achieve 


who made such visits may certainly 
feel that their efforts have been suc- 
cessful.” 

The Open House, produced last April 
by the Stout Division of Home Ec- 
onomics under the direction of Dean 
Alice J. Kirk, was also a significant 
factor in recruitment, especially of 
freshman women. Of first year wo- 
men who attended Open House, 71 per 
cent gave credit for their enrollment 
at Stout. It is interesting to note 
that of three first year men who at- 
tended Open House, two list the event 
as a definite factor in their attend- 
ance at Stout—a 66 and two-thirds 
ratio. 

In filling out the questionnaire, 65 
men and 60 women credited the in- 
fluence of high school teachers—of 
whom a great number were Stout 
alumni—with guiding these students 
to The Stout Institute. This latter fig- 
ure supports the long-held theory that 
one of Stout's most influential re- 
cruiting services is alumni who are 
well-satisfied with the Stout educa- 
tion which they themselves received. 

Campus visitation also had a def- 
inite place in recruitment. A total of 
63 men and 65 women came to the 
campus prior to registration. Many of 
these students gave credit for their 
enrollment to both the invitation to 
visit the campus and the actual cam- 
pus tour. The ratio of visitors favor- 
ably impressed with Stout was great. 

The increased scholarship program, 
greatly implemented last year by the 
efforts of the Menomonie Rotary Club 
and President Verne C. Fryklund, was 
the chief factor in the enrolknent of 
14 students. 

Of 225 students interviewed, 29 men 
and 50 women stressed the influence 
of parents in choice of college. Other 
important factors in student choice

in industrial education and home ec- 
onomics, the influone of friends 
and the advice of relatives. 

Also mentioned by a smaller ratio 
of students were the influence of stu- 
dents now attending Stout, location 
of the college, influence of non-teach- 
ing alumni, and 4H or FHA partici- 
pation. 

The college sports program, low 
cost of attendance, influence of a 
high school principle or superintend- 
ent, interest of a county home agent, 
or advice of a veterans’ guidance cen- 
ter were also listed by first year stu- 
dents as factors in their college de- 
cisions. 

In evaluating the achievements of 
Stout’s program to attract desirable 
students of college caliber, President 
Fryklund made the following state- 
ment about data which the question- 
naire provides: 

“The informatisn presented in this 
study reveals that splendid work is 
being done by Dr. Iverson in directing 
the student personrel services of our 
college. 

“However, we should express equal 
appreciation to all faculty members 
who contributed to the recruitment ef- 
fort. All who worked on Open House, 
made visits to high schools, wrote let- 
ters, contacted alumni, guided visitors 
around the campus—to all these we 
are truly grateful. 

“Our recruitment program is now 
nicely underway. We have estublished 
a firm foundation in personnel, tech- 
niques, and scholurships. We look 
with confidence to constant improve- 
ment in the future.”

. RETIRES AFTER 


43 ‘YEARS HERE 


Editors’ Note: The following arti- 
cle, written by C.W. Russell, appeared 
in the Eau Claire Leader. We liked 
it and thought that it might also tell 
a story to you. 


Fred Retzloff, member of the cus- 
todial staff of Stout Institute for the 
past 43 years officially and for many 
others helping about the buildings and 
grounds as a youngster, finishes his 
final day of work today and goes into 
retirement officially Sunday: 

During his years of service, Fred, 
as he is known to hundreds of gradu- 
ates of The Stout Institute, has served 
under three presidents, L. D. Harvey, 
the first head of the school, Burton 
E, Nelson and Verne men Fryklund,

“They weren’t known as dea 

but a man named Buxton was the first 
head of the industrial arts department 
or industrial education division of the 
school in the early’ days, to be suc- 
ceeded by a man by the name of Rod- 
gers, Fred remembers, and then by 
Dean C. A. Bowman, who retired. last 
year when Dean John Jarvis ~took 
over. 

Fred’s~ first connection with The 
Stbut Institute came back in the, late 
Nineties when he began ca ying brick 
for his father when the latter was lay- 
ing the brick side walks, which, until 
a short time ago, still served around 
the industrial arts building. He re- 
members that, while they were laying 
the walk which angles from the direc- 
tion of the central school to Main 
Street, Peleg Clark, later municipal 
judge, father of Farnham A. Clark, 
now city attorney, walked from his 
home on South Broadway across the 
school yard and smack across the spot 
where the elder Retzloff had prepared 
the ground for laying of the ‘bricks.

The succeeding hassle was neither 
erudite nor cultured, but it was loud 
and long, Fred remembers. 

Fred worked with his father as a 
youngster, sometimes around the 
school and sometimes for Senator 
James Stout, founder of the school, 
on his home grounds. He went through 
the city schools and came out to find 
a permanent job with The Stout Insti- 
tute in 1910. 

Through the years he watched the 
battle of personalities that went into 
the building of the institute. Adminis- 
tration was a bit loose at the time, 
he remembers, and.if some person on 
the job wanted some tools or equip- 
ment, he just went out and bought 
them and charged them up to the 
school. Requisitions. and such were 
things that came to plague them many 
years later. 

One of the engineers by the name of 
Thorson, Fred recalls followed this 
procedure in the purchase of the first 
generator used to supply the building

Nowdays every student entering 
Stout is automatically an S.S.A. mem- 
ber. But back in the dim past, this 
Was not so. The only members in 1925 
were the Men’s Glee Club, the Sharps 
and Flats, -M.A.P.; Lyceum committee, 
Stoutonia, and the Athletic Associa- 
tion. 

Homecoming, 1927, was one of the 
first sponsored by the young S.S.A. 
Before the queen’s- coronation, the 
M.A.P. presented a play; “Tne Whole 
Town’s Talking”. In place of the 
torchlight parade, the students went 
through the streets in' pajamas. The 
4929 Stout Annual gives this account 
“the student body assembled in slecp- 
ing attire; and crowds lined the 
streets. On to the Great Bonfire the 
pajama’s zig-zagged and cheered.” 

At the bonfire it ‘was the tradition 
to wed the freshman class to the soph- 


omores, The 1929 annual. said,“‘.... The 
traditional and solemn. -matrimonisl 
‘eremony at last happily wed the 
freshman class to the sophomore class. 
Pep was high, and midnight came too 
Bonn, ; aoa 


In 1914 seven Manual Training ma- 
jors started the Student Council but it 
lasted only 2 years, “dying of sheer 
neglect”. Around 1928, the Stout 
Student Advisory board was formed, 
but this too died after a few years-In 
1945 the present Student Governing 
Board was set up, and is.a vital, act- 
ice organ of the S.S.A. today. 

Homecoming 1953 is faintly remin- 
iscent of Homecoming 1929, In both 
games we lost to Steven Point. The 
1929 score was Stevens Point, 25; 
Stout 7. At the Defeat Dance music 
was provided by the Dreamland Live 
Wire Band, noted for its Syncopated 
Rhythum. 

In 1932 a drastic change took place 
at Stout. The girls, then living at Lyn- 
wood Hall, were moved to Tainter Hall 
and Eichelberger Hall; Lynwood be- 
coming a men’s dorm. During World 
War II Lynwood was ‘again a girls’ 
dorm, but only for the duration of the 
war, : ; 

Speaking of drastic changes, Stout 
had another one in 1945. Girls, if you 
think the man shortage is bad in 1953, 
you should have seen it in 1945. Dur- 
ing this part of World War-II, Stout 
had a total of 3 senior boys and 7 jun- 
iors boys. The S.S.A. officers were all 
women. Even the mid-winter formal 
had to be cancelled because of lack of 
men. What: a horrible thought!!!!!! 

For only two years in Stout’s his- 
tory have women dominated the S.S.A.

The free test will be available from 
9:30 a.m. to 11 a.m. at either of the 
testing stations mentioned above. The 
project, sponsored by the Community 
Health Council of Dunn county, seeks 


to detect undiagnosed cases of diabe-° 


tes. 
Adults who are overweight, or 
ee and children whose family his- 


tory has shown diabetes, are especial- 
ly urged to have the test. It is estimat- 


er that 1,000,000 Americans have un-’ 


detected cases of diabetes. If left un- 
treated, the disease can become crip- 
pling or even fatal. 
Directions for submitting urine 
samples to be tested are as follows: 
1. Collect urine in a CLEAN dish. 


2. Collect urine before breakfast. 

3. Pour the urine into a CLEAN 
bottle. A small bottle with a screw top 
or tight cork, capable of containing “4 
cup of urine, is sufficient for testing. 

4. Containers will.bé properly label- 
ed at the station. 

Persons submitting specimens will 
be notified by card if their test is ne- 
gative. Persons with positive or quest- 
ionable reactions to the test will be in- 
formed by letter, as will the family 
doctor whom they designate. Further 
examition can then be made to verify 
finding of the original test.

IN CHARGE OF | 
DINNER MEETING 


In charge of the annual dinner 
meeting of the Teacher Placement Of- 


-ficers_of the Colleges and Universi- 
ties of Wisconsin was Miss Gertrude 


M.—O’Brien, placement chairman of 
Stout Institute. The meeting was held 
in Milwaukee in conjunction with the 
state-wide teachers’ convention. 

Following the dinner, a number of 
pertinent placefhent topics ‘were dis- 
cussed. The group recommended the 
completion of credentials by February 
and asked that school officials be 
permitted to interview June and July 
graduates at that time. 

Evidence was presented at the 
meeting that teaching salaries for 
the coming year are expected to be 
$200 higher than those of last year. 
Milwaukee public school teachers will 
receive a $200 raise beginning in Jan- 
uary, 1954. The Milwaukee increase 
will mean that other school systems 
inn that area will have to meet that 
increase to hold their own teachers. 

Addressing the Placement Officers 
was R. F. Lewis, assistant state sup- 
erintendent in charge of teacher 
certification. He revealed that - 2000 
teachers in Wisconsin are not quali- 
fied to teach the program of courses 
which they are attempting to teach. 
He indicated that 978 teachers left 
Wisconsin last year to teach in other 


“states and that only about 450 teach- 


ers entered Wisconsin during that 
time. 

It was the opinion of delegates that 
the shortage of teachers promises to 
continue as long as present economic 
conditions prevail. This is true be- 
cause of high school graduates enter- 
ing college does not off-set the num- 
ber of new teachers needed each year. 
One superintendent reported that his 
high school sent 15 graduates of the 
class of °53 to colleges, but that he 
hired 30 teachers last year.

tions on this campus. The first of 
these articles is about the Phi Sigma 
Epsilon fraternity. 

Whenever a group of students have 
common motives, interests, and ideals 
it is natural that they join together 
in friendship. And on the eve of Oc- 
tober 28, 1928, five Stout boys decided 
to form an organization. The purpose, 
they decided, was to “cooperate—in- 
bettering their social conditions as 
students, and those of The Stout In- 
stitute as a whole.” 


In the next. twenty weeks these, 


boys worked -steadily, drawing up a 
constitution. No permanent per 
D u na 


Nearly a thousand persons flocked 
to see the Manual Arts: Players pre- 
sent the flood and thunder comedy 
drama, “Petticoat Fever.” Another 
success to chalk up on the long list 
of successes directed by Mr. Ziemann 
since he has been heré at Stout. 


Each. player, whether he had a 
small or large part, is to be commend- 
ed on his characterization. Roger 
Bérgh, as Dascom Dinsmore, did a 
marvelous job as the leading man. 
Barb Hilts, as Ethel, was another im- 
portant one who is to be cprrptintent- 
ed. Herb Pringle, as SirJames Fent- 
on, certainly was the perfect one for 
the part, and nearly stole the show at 
times with his haughty stuffy Eng- 
lish manner and speech. Carol Schil- 
stra, as Clara, also fit the part to a 


Finally an sotbutonin constitution was 
presented, and the name of the or- 
ganization was known as the apps 
Phi Sigma society. 

In the third quarter of the year 
1929 five “pledges” were accepted to 
the Society. 

To celebrate the success of Kappa 
Phi Sigma, and also to draw the 
school year to a fitting ¢lose, a formal 
dinner-dance was held. This custom 
has been an annual event of the so- 
ciety ever since. And thus ended the 
first year in the history of Kappa Phi 
Sigma. 

The first day of school in 1930, a 


| meeting of the K. F. S. members was 
held. It seemed that another organi-|~ 


zation, the N. K. O., which had been 


‘| forced to disband a few years earlier 


wanted the Kappa Phi Sigma’s to join 
their ranks, but the motion was de- 
feated. 

Soon afterwards another important 
meeting. took place. The school did 
not like to have Greek letter fratern- 
ities on campus. But the boys decid- 
ed to keep their name, and their 
Greek letters, even though the so- 
iety would not be accepted as an of- 
ficial organ of the school. 

More. disagreement than ever- be- 
fore in the organization was seen in 
1931. Due to some disagreement as 
to officers of the club, one of the mem- 
bers felt compelled to hand in his 
resignation. Then the dinner-dance 
was not accepted by the authorities, 
and had to be called off. The outlook 
for the Kappa Phi Sigma’s looked 
grim indeed. 

Within the next few years though, 
things began to look up. Greek-letter 
fraternities were accepted on campus, 
and the Kappa Phi Sigma was _ac- 
cepted as an official Stout organiza- 
tion. 

Many_successful_years passed, and 
in-1951-2 the K._F. S. decided to go 
national, After. considerable search-

The SMA society never left the lim- 
its of its own campus, but at Stout. it 
developed its traditions and songs, un- 
til it was an intergral part of the col- 
lege life. With the three other so- 
cieties, SMA formed an_ intersotiety 
council, which controlled rushing and 
pledging procedures. In all things 
SMA worked for the welfare of its’ 
members, and in co-operation with the 
Student Governing Board.. : 

In the late thirties the SMA’s un- 
dertook the sponsoring of a Sadie 
Hawkin’s Week in February. Faith- 
ful“to the rules of Dogpatch, this 
week-long man chase became a high- 
light of the long winter season. The 
society has contributed its share of 
homecoming queens, floats, and mem- 
bers of the Governing Board. 

During the year of 1951-52 the girls 
became interested in becoming a na- 
tional sorority. Soon a search for a 
sorority which embraced the ideals 
the SMA’s held so dear. Through an 
Alpha Sigma Alpha alumnae, Mrs. 
Vera Salyer, they learned about her 
sorority. With her aid, they studied 
its ideals and activities and decided 
it was the one for them. On April 26, 
1952, the Alpha Sigma Alpha sorority, 
along with its advisor, Miss Winifred 
Hinkley, was installed as the Beta 
Phi Chapter of Alpha Sigma Alpha by 
the national president, Wilma Wilson 
Sharp. 1 

This does not end the story, though. 
Since they have become national, the 
Alpha Sigma Alpha’s have changed 
slightly. They still have their same 
traditions and ideals, but they also 
have new loyalties and ideals on a 
nationwide basis. It gives them a 
chance to exchange ideas with and 
read about girls from all parts of the 
United States. This in turn leads to 
a better understanding and tolerance 
of people on other campuses und on 
their own.

DICK KADOTANI 
EXHIBITS . 
CARVING SKILL 


What would you do with a block 
of wood, an inexpensive set of tools, 
and twenty-four spare hours? Well, 
Richard Kadotani of Lahaina, Maui, 
Hawaii, a junior at Stout Institute, 
Menomonie, has a ready answer. He 
would carve himself a lamp base. 

And his time would be well spent, 
for this “Beaver,” Termite,” or “Wood 
butcher,” nicknames given Dick by his 
college pals, has several examples of 
his handiwork to prove his skill. These 
lamps are the source of continual ad- 
miration by residents and guests of 
the college dormitory in which Dick 
lives. ; 

Dick began carving while he was in 
high school back home in the Hawaiian 
Islands. His first attempts were air 
plane models which he proudly dis- 
played in the living room. “But,” Dick 
admits, “Mom complained that my 
room was messy from all the carving 
and that the planes were splendid dust 
collectors.” — 

However, during Dick’s sophomore 
year in high school, several ladies 
brought carved lamps to the school 
wood working shop to be refinished. 
He immediately became interested in 
earving lamp bases and tried his luck 
even, though he was without specific 


ites foot my home, but te died the 
year before I started carving,” Dick 
recalls sadly. 

Carving is not all that is involved 
in making a lamp. Stout’s “Termite” 
buys mahogany or black walnut blocks 
already sanded. Once he found a log 
outside of his* Hawaiian home town 
which, he thought, would make a per- 
fect block. He put the log on his bike 
“T’ll never do 
that again,” Dick says.“ All the neigh- 
bors thought I had lost my senses.” 

He finds it rather difficult to find 
the type of wood here in the states 
which is hard enough for carving. But 
Milton Goehring of Menomonie has 
been very helpful in supplying him 
with blocks. 

The “Termite” has had no formal 
art courses. For designs, he often 
uses flowers found in magazines. The 
flower on his favorite lamp is a copy 
of one he once saw on a waste basket. 
Other designs ‘he combines with the 
flower and‘enlarges according to the 
size of the block. When people ask 
him why he doesn’t try carving ani-

lines follows. 

The hardest and most tedious part 
remains --the sanding. “The sand- 
ing alone takes twelve hours if you're 
lazy,” Dick saya, “but it really can be 
done in eight.” 

Cracks in the wood are difficult to 
sand and Dick’s fingers usually suffer 
as much as the block. Thys, two hours 
is the maximum that “Termite” can 
spend at this job. When asked if this 
sanding process required patience,Dick 
replies, . “No, nothing like Wiscon- 
sin’s fishing. I can’t stand that - that’s 
patience”. 


Each lamp base is finished with a 
coat of varnish or Royal Finish. Dick 
then flocks the bottom to. protect 


table tops. The artist does his own 


wiring, too, and prophesizes: “Some- 
day, I want to learn how to make 
shades. I’ve seen some nice carved 
ones.” 


Dick has completed fifteen of these 
lamps and has three more in the mak- 
ing. One lamp was used recently as 
a grand prize at a Stout Institute 
party. The other lamps Dick gave to 
his mother. ‘People have offered to 
buy the lamps, but the prices they of- 
fered didn’t repay the amount of work 
I put in the lamps.” Dick thinks.

In the Bible narrative, the, Three Wise Men 
brought gifts to the Infant Jesus-on the twelfth-day after his birth 
And so, irr Spain, Italy, and some other countries, it is not on Christ- 
mas but on the eve of the Epihany, twelve days later, that children 
receive their presents.- .

New Building Methods . 
Discussed at Recent 
Builders Conference . 


“Efficiency, precision and economy 
are becoming trademarks of modern 
American construction,” was the claim 
of Griffith S. Clark, modular _build- 
ing specialist and principal speaker 

_at the Wisconsin Builders Conference, 
"held last Monday and ‘Tuesday on the 
campus of The Stout Institute: — 


Speaking at the Monday” afternoon 


session was R.F. Luxford, building en- 
gineer from U. S. Forest Products 
Laboratory in Madisun. ‘Topic -of his 
address was “Are Present Wall Con- 
struction Structorally Sound.” Build- 
ers, union representatives, and voca- 
tional teachers from four states and 
Canada heard the talks. 

Clark, a nationally kyown author 
and exponent »f the Mod: lar principle 
in building, 3-+ forth six principles 
which, he said typify modern Amer- 
iean construction mevhods. These in- 
clude design cousideration, ise of dry- 
walls instead of plaster, new applica- 
tion of building trusses, innovations 
in window installation, controversy 
over the necessity for’a basement in, 
homes, and conservation of building 
materials. : 

Clark stressed the. increasing em- 
phasis which architects are giving to 
solar radiation and summer exposure 
of homes. He also discussed the grow- 
ing population of drywall construction 
in competition to plaster and pointed 
out the possibilities of ‘ight weight 
wall units containing new types of 
building trusses. a : 

According to Clark, modern win- 
dows are set high up in walls to as- 
sure privacy, economy, and ease of 
furniture arrangement. Part. of 
Clark’s discussion was devoted to a 
comparison of the standard house 
basenient with merely crawl space or 
a cement slab, New building methods, 
the speaker asserted, seek maximum 
conservation of materials and lahor. 
Requests from the FHA have also 
stressed these economies and encour- 
aged precision building. 

R. F. Luxford reported on findings 
from a recent series of tests on the 
strength of various wall constructions. 
Conducted‘at the U.S. Forest eee 

i rati wi e 
Housing and Home. Finance Agency, 
strengths of various kinds of braciny 
constructions of the post and lintel 
type, and wall sections containing pic- 
ture windows. Strength exhibited by 
the post and lintel type -of construc- 
tion was stressed. : ; 

Techniques of home design, inter- 
ior wall construction, and the paintin, 
of inside and exterior surfaces of 
houses held the attention on Tuesday 
6f the contractors, vocational teachers 
and union representatives attending 
the Builders Conference. 

Speaking on “Design and Plan An- 
alysis’ was Griffith S, Clark, Tues- 
day morning’s keynote spokesman. 
Addressing the ~ afternoon 
were George Soderberg, assistant pro- 
fessor of wood finishing at The Stout 
Institute; Edwin Nixon, engineering 
specialist of the U. S. Gypsum ¢o.; 
and James Porter, chemist for Minn- 

~esota Paints Ine. — ; 

Clark stressed maximum utility 
from standard sizes of construction 
material as.un aid for achieving econ- 
omy in home building. He also point- 
ed out techniques of lowering con- 
struction costs and increasing builds. 
ing efficiency through planning and 
cooperation of contraccrs and mater- 
iu’ dealers, 

Following luncheon in the Stout In- 

stitute cafeteria, ~ delegates . heard 
George Soderberg discuss, “Preserv- 
* ing the Painted Surface.” Soderberg 
indicated to delegates the importance 
of choosing the proper paint for any 
specific surface. 

Life of the paint film, he. stated, 
depends upon. quality of paint used, 
method of its application, and the 
type of construction to which it is 
applied. Mr. Soderberg told his audi- 
ence that a competent painter must 
understand his oils and pigments and 
their possibilities, and_know that ex- 
terior paints must be chosen for their 
moisture -resistant qualities. He also 
described the action of penetrating 
finishes and of surface coatings. 

Nixon’s talk dealt with the popular 
ity of drywall construction in the in-

The Fred Fischer Memorial. Loan 
Fund was established by the Student 
Governing Board with $500 present- 
ed by Mr. and Mrs. Fischer.

“The. drop in number of men gradu- 
ates went down only 0.8 percent. The 
large decline in number of men grad- 
uates may be ascribed to the fact 
that most of the World War II vet- 
erans who: entered college in 1946 
and 1947 have now been graduated,” 
the Commissioner of Education has 
pointed out. 

The Office of Education survey re- 
veals that of the 874,000 degrees con- 
ferred duriing 1952-53, 305,000 or 81.5 
percent were bachelor’s and first pro- 
fessional degrees. Mastér’s and second 
professional degrees totalled 61,000 
or 16.3 percent of the total. There 
were also 8,300 doctorate degrees, 2.2 
percent of the total number conferred. 


In comparison with 1951-52, the 
1952-53 degree figures show 8.2 per- 
cent fewer bachelor’s degrees, 4.0 per 
cent. fewer master’s, and 8,1 percent 
more doctorates, . 

Although the number of bachelor’s 
degrees has declined for the third con- 
secutive year, the number of master’s 
degrees’ has decreased for only two

There are approximately two men 
graduates for every woman graduate 
at the bachelor’s and master’s level, 
according to the 1952-58 degree re- 
ports from the Nation’s colleges and 
universities. At the doctorate level 
approximately nine men received de- 
grees for every woman. Men received 
approximately 66.6 percent of all the 
degrees conferred, 65.9 percent of the 
bachelor’s, 67.2 percent of the mas- 
ter’s, and 90.5 percent of the doctor’s 
degrees.

The loss of a pint of blood: may 
mean the loss of about 250 mg of iron 
and about 100 mg. of protein. The 
average time required to replace these 
is about seven weeks. A high iron diet 


has~-been-shown-to-reduce-this_time by gs 


two. Protein and iron diet will reduce 
the time even more. 

Here. is what you should-eat in a 
day to obtain a high protein and iron 
diet : 

Meat --4 ounces, 2 medium sized 
servings or one very large. 

One egg 

Other protein rich food, one serving 
(Cheese, beans, peanut butter or extra 
meat or egg) 

Bread and cereal, four servings 

Potato, one serving 

Green or yellow vegetable, 2 serv- 
ings. 

Citrus fruit, one serving 

Milk, three cups 

Snack foods, dried apricots --one 
ounce of raisens - 2 ounces, peanuts - 
1'4 ounces, 

Liver should be included in your 
meals at least twice a week. Another 
hint---for that other serving of pro- 
tein rich food, extra meat or egg has 
more protein and iron than cheese, 
beans or peanut butter.

DR. GROSECLOSE 
SPEAK 
WEDNESDAY 


Dr. Elgin Groseclose, former Treas- 
urer General of Iran and holder of 
two literary awards for his novels on 
the Middle East will speak on “Oran 
and the Middle East.” Dr. Groseclose 
rates top rank in the usually diver- 
gent fields of economics and litera- 
ture. 

The American-born economist be- 
gan his acquaintance with the Middle 
East some thirty years ago as a re- 
lief worked and mission school teach- 
er. In the Caucasus during the Com- 
munist upheaval, he witnessed the 
destruction of the rejublics of Armen- 
ia, Azerbaijan and Georgia. His jour- 
neys through that area during those 
stormy times brought. him to the at- 
tention of the Communist secret po- 
lice. Arrested on suspicion of spying, 
he was held in a secret prison. with 
execution for his alleged crime a dis- 
tinct possibility. 

The vivid experiences of these 
troubled years formed the basis for 
Dr. Groseclose’s novels, “Ararat,” 
“The Persion Journey,” and “The 
Firedrake.” The first won for its au- 
thor both the American. Booksellers 
Award and the Foundation of. Liter- 
ature Award. 


Dr. Groseclose’s abilities in the 
fields of writing and’ economics de- 
veloped together. He used his com- 
bined skills as economist on the 
“Time” staff, and as financial editor 
of “Fortune.” Besides his literary 
publications, he produced and authori- 
tative volume on monetary history.

AMERICANS ARE |DELEGATES 
NOT ASHAMED _|ATTEND MEETING 


OF WORKING 


“T have never met ar American who 
was ashamed to work or who was 
ashamed of his job. Instead of belit- 
tling his job, an American works at 
it with gusto.” 

That is the outstanding characteris- 
tic of Americans, especially college 
students, observed by K. Bhaskara 
Rao, a university-teacher_from India 
who is now touring the United States 
raising funds to educate teachers and 
students in depressed parts of South- 
eastern Asia, Europe, and other areas 
of the world. 

“No American ‘college students 
.seems to feel inferior because he must 
work for his education,” Mr. Rao mar- 


vels. “Instead he works with dignity 


—and enthusiasm, And—when—his—ta 
is over, he joins his classmates on an 
equal footing, even those he has serv- 
ed just a moment ago. What a na- 
tion!” 

Professor Rao, of the faculty of the 
University of Mysore and now, repre- 
senting the World University Service, 
will tour and study in the United 
States for two years. He is especially 
anxious to earn a Ph. D. in the teach- 
ing of English, for the English lang- 
uage is now the language of instru 
tion for the 15,000—students at: 
University of Mysore and for institu- 
tions of higher learning throughout 

° India. 

India is in a state of flux, accord- 
ing to Rao. The caste system, except 
for occasional social sentiment, has 
entirely lost its legal and practical 
status. Rao cites examples of acquain- 
tances, of a university professor and 
the other governmental minister, who 
would formerly have been called “un- 
touchable” and been barred from any 
social contacts. By law today, at least 
one cabinet member in each state of 
the Indian nation must have the an- 
cestoral background one classed ‘“un- 
“touchable-” 

“Progress and opportunity” are the 
characteristics of modern India, Pro- 
fessor Rao points out. Industrial pro- 

__gress has been significant, personal 
opportunity has ‘become universal, and 
the union of states within India has 
been a significant political milestone. 


However, Prefessor Rao quickly 
points out some essential differences 
in the character and work habits of 
the people of his country in compari- 
sen with similar qualities he has ob-. 
served in’ America: 

“Where-India’s-citizens tend to be 
contemplative, you Americans, are 
practical and forceful. Where we of 


India are leisurely, you are impatient 
and quick. With your characteristics 
you have built-a land of opportunity 
“and abundance ~Perhaps—even—with- 
our ditferent tempermants, we may 
achieve success in our own way.”

LIBRARY GETS 
FINISHING 
TOUCHES ' 


Students of The Stout Institute 
won't be “in the dark” when‘ they be- 
gin their studies in the new college 
library, now nearing completion. The 
newest types of lighting equipment 
have been installed to make the new 
building as efficiently lighted as any 
modern library in the nation. 

Over ten miles of small lighting and 
control wire went into the system 
which carries electricity to more than 
18,000 electrical fixtures. An addition- 
al 4000 feet of heavy feeder wire con- 
ducts the current into the building. 

The most up-to-date methods of 
lighting design have been employed 
throughout the new library. Over 44 
feet of the new type, Daybright slim- 
line fluorescent tubes provide an €s- 
timated illumination of over 60 candle 
power per square foot inthe main 
reading room. These lights start in- 
stantaneously when the switch is turn 
ed on, differing from the types which 
require time for warm-up. 

These fluorescent lights are set 
flush with the cejling, an arrangement 


~~-which-completely—eliminates__shadows. 


‘and provides a softer light that is easy 
on the eyes. Nearly the ,entire north 
wall of the main study room _ is win- 
dow area, making that area a bright 
place for reading. 


Two distinctive types of fixtures 
can be found in the audio-visual room. 
Both are modernin appearance, and 
reduce glare through semi-indirect 
lighting, thus illuminating the room 
evenly and efficiently. r 

~The lobby directly inside the ma’ 
entrance of the building is equipped 
with symmetrically arranged fluores- 
cent lights, recessed into the ceiling in 
the same manner as those in the read- 
ing room. This isa strikingly new 
idea in lighting arrangement. Fluores- 
cent fixtures of this type are also used 
in the magazine room and corridors. 

Globe type bulbs, over 300 of which 
are used above the bookstacks alone, 
are enclosed in Hollophane glass fix- 
tures that diffuse the light with max- 

imum effectiveness. 

‘Six complex distribution panels con- 
trol the elaborate lighting system in 
the new structure. An emergency 
lighting system has also been install- 
ed. The latter is an arrangement of 
lights distributed throughout the 
building, providing ample light for 
easy exit from any place _ in the lib- 
rary in_the event of 4 failure of the 
main network. 

Light switches are conveniently 
located, and numerous outlets have 
been provided to furnish easily access- 
ible electric power to meet all possible 
future needs. Good planning, coupled 
with the most advanced developments 
in lighting know-how, have resulted 
in a new Stout library that is lighted 
to perfection.

‘PHYSICS CLASS 
INSTALLS 
ELECTRIC EYE 


When students in physics classes at 
The Stout Institute seek “a little 
light on the subject” they don’t have 
to exert themselves a bit. And they 
don’t even need the services of C.L. 
Rich, their instructor. 

No, a few ingenious members of 
Stout’s Physics IV class have saved 
wear-and-tear on themselves and their 
teacher by installing an “electric eye” 
which turns classroom lights.on or off 
depending on the amount of light 
needed in the room. 

The electric eye, technically known 
as a photo electric cell, is but one of 
the electrical devices recently placed 
in operation by Stout students as part 
of the “learning by doing” method 
stressed by the college physics depart- 
ment. Also in operation is a Tesla coil, 
used for high voltage electrical dem- 
onstrations in the classes of Philip W. 
Ruehl, teacher of electricity, electron- 
ies, radio, and television at the college. 

The electric eye is affected by the 
amount of natural daylight which re- 
flects-upon it, regulating in turn the 
flow of current to relays which switch 
classroom lights on and off. On a day 
which is overcast, the electric eye 
automatically provides proper class- 
room illumination. Should the day be- 
come brighter, the photo electric cell 
turns off the lights. A master switch 
discontinues the eye’s activities: when 
classes ‘are over éach day.

The University concert band is 
made up of the most competent per- 
formers selected by the try-out system 
from among a student body of approx- 
imately 18,000. Those chosen have 
had several years of experience in 
high school and concert bands of their 
communities. 

Students who survive the try-outs 
which are conducted personally by 
Gerald R. Prescott, director of bands, 
are placed in one of two units. First 
in rank of these is the concert band, 
made up of the more experienced per- 
formers. Students less advanced in 
musical proficiency are placed in the 
Varsity band, a secondary organiz- 
ation whose membership is also about 
80. As Varsity bandsmen become more 
accomplished, they are advanced to 
chairs in the concert band. 

Most people not closely connected 
with the University of Minnesota 
campus associate the band with foot- 
ball games, where they remember 
having seen the colorful shows staged 
by the fast-stepping musicians be- 
tween halves. It is true that - football 
appearances make up’a great part of 
the band’s schedule during the fall 
quarter, but these performances are 
only a part of the yearly program. 

Among the highlights of the year 
are the concerts given each quarter in 
Northrop, Auditorium by the concert 
band. From time to time’ during the 
year, afternoon concerts are presented 
over the University radio station. 

Dr. Gerald R. Prescott, Director of 
Bands, has devoted a lifetime to the 
advancement of music education and 
to the development of the bands. His 
activities have carried him into al- 
most every state of the nation as 
adjudicator, music clinician, guest 
conductor and lecturer. 

He came to the University in 1932 
and has served there continuously as 
Director of Bands except for a three- 
year period during World War IT. At 
that time he served as a music officer 
with the United States Army.

ALL STUDENTS WILL BE 
WORKING BY SYSTEM 


DR. J.E. RAY 
IS AUTHOR 
OF TEXTBOOK 


Author of a new textbook of archi- 
tectural drafting, just off the presses 
of the McKnight and McKnight pub- 
lishing company, is Dr. J. Edgar Ray, 
professor of industrial education and 
chairman of the department of draft- 
ing at Stout Institute. Foreward for 
the book was written by Dr. Verne 
C. Fryklund, president of the college. 

The new-volume-is-entitled “Graph- 
ic Architectural Drafting’ and has 
been chosen as the text for Stout class 
es in architectural drafting. “The Art 
of Bricklayihg,” a volume published 
by Dr. Ray in 1950, is used by brick-. 
laying classes at the college. 

* Dr. Ray’s new architectural draft- 
ing text is designed for the drafts- 
man, builder, and layman. It contains 
29 chapters on all phases of architect- 
ural drafting andis_ profusely illus- 
trated with 173 drawings in the form 
of sketches, isometrics, « perspectives, 
and working drawings. A number of 
photographs is included. 

Often considered tobe “the only 
bricklayer in the United States with a 
doctor’s degree,” Professor Ray main- 
tains his status as a union bricklayer 
when his Stout Institute classes are 
not in session. Both his drafting skill 
and ability in bricklaying are frequent 
ly employed by residents of the com- 
munity, providing Dr. Ray with the 
enviable combination of actually do- 
ing what he is teaching -- and also 
getting paid for it. 


The college catalog lists Professor 
Ray as a member of The Stout Instit- 
ute faculty since 1930. However, his 
association with Stout is actually old- 
er -- and more interesting -- than that. 
He first came into contact- with the 
unique-college of vocational specialties 
as a bricklayer helping construct the 
Menomonie postoffice. 


Urged by Stout’s first president L. 
D. Harvey, to continue. college train- 
ing, Professor Ray received his Bach- 
elor of Science from Stout in 1922. He 
had earned part of his college expen- 
ses by teaching bricklaying, mechan- 
ical drafting and architectural draft- 
ing while attending Stout and taking 
summer courses at the “University—of 
Wisconsin. Among his early students 
was a “Verne C. Fryklund,” present 
president of Stout and now Dr. Ray’s 
boss. 

Although busy with teaching and 
working at his bricklaying trade. Pro- 
fessor Ray received his master’s de- 
gree from Iowa State college in 19380

PETER VON ZAHN 
SPEAKS HERE 
ON GERMANY 


Peter Von Zahn, Washington D. CG 
representative of Germany ’s largest 
radio network, spoke at the convoca- 
tion Wednesday on “What You Can 
Expect from Germany.” 

Mr. Von Zahn. stated that in Fast 
Germany a thousand refugees a day 
leave because of the general economic 
situation. 

He gave several reasons why the | 
recent treaty was not signed. First, 
the Russians expect the West allies 
tc collapse. They think that if they 
leave the troops where they are they 
will be able to move further into Wes- 
tern Europe. Fear and fright are rated 
"high among the feelings of: 

Von Zahn believes that the only 
hope for all of western Europe is a 
unified Europe and that Germany is 
ready to become a part of this now. 
The British are suspicious of Germany 
and the French are even more suspi- 
cious. Russia has, fifty per cent as 
much steel as the U.S. and Western 
Europe also has fifty per cent as 
much, When-one-keeps in mind—that 
Russia uses steel primarily for war 
purposes, and not for pleasure as the 
United States does, one can readily 
see what will happen if western 
Europe and the U.S. are not unified. .

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Do you feel your best EVERY day? 
How much does your diet contribute 
to this well-being? Do you think your 
diet is adequate? You may have taken 
part in one of the recent diet surveys 
done here at The Stout Institute, and 
if you are like over 75% of the stu- 
dents youdo think your diet is all 
right. Yet only a little more than 6% 
of these people actually had diets 
which met the dietary standards. 

Appetite is not 9 guide to adequate 
eating, for most of the student’s indic- 
ated the food which they could eat 
more often was meat, and almost ev- 
eryone already was eating enough 
to fulfill the dietary requirements. 
Meat, incidentally, is the most expen- 
sive food item, so we might question 
the-argument-that-a-nutritionally de- 
sirable diet is ‘too costly. Fruits and 
vegetables were found to be lacking 
in the student’s diets more than any- 
other_food, The fellows, especially, 
failed to include citrus fruits in their 
meals. Sufficient milk was also found 
to be lacking in the diets of about one 
out of every three persons. 

Do you know what you should eat 
every day for a_ sound nutritional 
diet? Every day you should include 
these foods in your meals: meat, 1 
serving: other protein food(i.e. eggs, 
cheese, dried legumes, nuts), 1 serving 
or an additional half serving of meat; 
milk, 3 glasses; vegetables, 3 servings 
at least one of these three a green or 
yellow vegetable; fruits, 2 Servings, at 
least one of these a citrus fruit; bread 
and cereals, 3 servings; and butter. 
These basic foods comprise an ade- 
quate diet, and you may want to add 
other foods or more of the same to 
give you enough total food to eat. 

The Dietetics Club is sponsoring a 
nutrition week March 22 through 26, 
which will give you an opportunity to 
learn more about good _ nutrition.

RADAR CONTROL 
EQUIPMENT IS 
DEMONSTRATED 


Sponsored in cooperation with the 
Wisconsin State Traffic Patrol, all 
students in the Driver Education class 
of The Stout Institute.recently obtain- 
ed a demonstration of radar traffic 
speed control equipment, the highway 
patrol’s new Weapon to curtail speed- 
ing on Wisconsin highways.

One officer 
notes the speed of the offending vehi- 
cle while the other takes down its 
make and license number to be radi- 
ated to an officer ina patrol car a half

mths officer, upon receiving inform- 
ation of the offending vehicle, makes 
the arrest and provides information as 
to when and where the speeder must 

ear in court. ; 

“Participating officers gave several 
demonstrations to dispel various 
“yamors” regarding radar speed con- 
trol. Several trial runs -were made 
with student observers to prove the 
accurate synchronization of automo- 
bile speedometers with checking equip- 
ment used. The speeds were further 
verified by radio calls to cooperating 
patrol cars. 

Officers emphasized the fact that 
before any actual. radar traffic speed 
checks are made on highways, a num- 
ber of tests are always made to guar- 
antee that all apparatus is functioning 
accurately. : 

Officer Versnik also gave several 
demonstrations of the infallibility of 
the equipment in overcoming such 
supposed violation tricks as attaching 
tinfoil or other material to cars to pre- 
vent an accurate reading of the check- 
ing devices.

LESSON ON “HOW TO BE 
MARRIAGEABLE” 


Marcia Carter was twenty-nine, 
stuck in a small town, and single. 
“How to Be Marriageable,” the first 
of a new series in the March LADIES’ 
HOME JOURNAL, begins to tell how 
Marcia accomplished her aim—mar- 
riage 

The startling results of a Marriage 
Readiness Course conducted by the 
American Institute of Family Re- 
lations are reported to the public for 
the first time here. Since «fifty per 
cent of American Women who marry 
are married by their 22nd birthday, 


|'unmarried women in their late twen- 


ties and early thirties have, statistic- 
ally_only about one chance in five of 
finding a mate. Are these women “un- 
marriageable” ? 

“Our experience in. studying the 
personality problems of thousands of 
young women over the years has pro- 


duced evidenee-that- the majority of t 


women who do not marry, bu sh-te; 
have not learned how to be marriage- 
able,” says Paul Popenoe, Director of 
the Institute of Family Relations. 

Dr. Popenoe believes that any 
young woman who wants to marry can 
of she will admit her own dilemma and 
then do something about it. In the 
Institute’s Marriage Readiness 
Course, each woman student is-assign- 
eda counselor who is a married wo- 
man. The student has a series of tests 
to determine the balance or lack of 
balance ig her life and personality. 
Then the counselor helps the student 
to work out a program that will help 
her to overcome the handicaps that 
have_kept her from marriage. An ov- 
erly independent woman, for instance, 
may be subconsciously unwilling to 
submit to the “yoke” that she believes 
marriage to be. “It takes most un- 
marrieds about a year,” says Dr. Pop- 
enoe, “ ... to be able to bring them- 
selves to-the point where they will 
‘work at achieving lovability.”

Announcement the The Stout Insti- 
tute has been named a testing center 
for the April 22 Selective Service Col- 
lege Qualification Test has been made 
by Dr. E. R. Oetting, who will -conduct 
the tests at Stout. The tests will be 
given in Room 411 of Harvey Hall. 

Dr. Oetting informs all prospective 
applicants that their request to take 
the examination must be postmarked 
no later than Monday, March 8, 1954. 
Rules for obtaining the necessary 
blanks and other rules of the examina- 
tion follow: 

1. Eligible registrants should obtain 
a bulletin of information anda card 
(SSS Form No 106 and attached SSS 
Form No. 107) and a mailing envelope 
from a Selective Service local board 
or from Dr. Oetting in his office at 
Stout. 

oe They then should fill out the ap- 
plication in exact accordance with in- 
structions of the bulletin, and insert it 
in envelope, and mail immediately. 
The envelope is preaddressed, but ap- 
plicants must fill in their own ‘name 
and return address in the appropriate 
place and affix a stamp. 

3. In his application the registrant 
must designate a testing center (list- 
ed in the bulletin) and its code number 
opposite the testing center (listed in 
the bulletin) and its code number op- 
posite the testing date. Registrants 
will be assigned the center of their 
choice, or the nearest alternative. 

4. Because the test is being given 
during Stout’s spring vacation, many 
out-of-town students will elect to take 
the test in a center in or near their 
home towns. Applicants may select 
such a center on the basis of ‘infor- 
mation in the Selective Service Infor- 
mation Bulletin. 

5. An admission ticket to the ex- 
amination will be mailed to\eligible 
registrants upon receipt of their ap- 
plications.

IKE, STRESSES - 
NEED FOR 
TEACHERS 


President Eisenhower said in his 
State of the Union Message on Jan- 
uary 7th: “Youth - our greatest re- 
sourece—-is- being seriously neglected 
in a vital respect. The nation as. a 
whole is not preparing teachers or 
building schools fast enough to keep 
up with the increase in our popula- 
tion.” He did not tell us something 
that we didn’t already know, but he 
did remind us that the teacher short- 
age is still United States education’s 
most painful problem. 

“Estimates of the annual need for 
teachers to fill new positions and to. 
replace those leaving the profession 
or retiring run to 125,000,” Lawrence — 
G. Derthick of Chattanooga, Tenne- 
ssee, told newsmen at the American 
‘Association of Schoo] Administrators 
meeting held in Atlantic City, New 
Jersey, in February. Mr. Dirthick, 
outgoing president of the AASA, pre- 
dicted that U.S. school enrollment will 
swell by about nine-million more 
children. between now and 1959-60. 
For these new pupils alone, over 50, 
000 new teachers will be needed each 
year. 

Teaching must be more attractive 
to high-type students. We should all 
help to solve this problem; help make 
teachers’ salaries compare. more fa- 
vorably with those in other profess- 
inos, drive for more adequate and ef- 
ficient school plants, increase require- 
ments for vertification of teacher -to 
help make teaching more truly a pro- 
fession, promote better retirement 
programs, create wider community in- 
terest in schools, be a “walking ad- 
vertisement” yourself. : 

7 Many organizations are co-operat- 
ing in .state-wide teacher-recruiting 
programs. In Virginia, busines 

———~-Parent=Feachers—Associations,_ “and 
members of the American Légion in 
51 counties are working for “pay plus 
prestige” for their teachers. Why I 
Teach” was the theme of a nationwide 
contest, “Operation Blackboard,” 
‘sponsored by the American Legion 
Auxiliary to focus attention on the 
attractive feature of a teaching ca- 
reer. 

Several communities have adopted 
“in school” training programs for pro- 
mising high-school students. As in 
Santa Barbara, California, senior 
students observe classroom work and 
assist the teacher in a directed pro- 
gram. The Future Teachers or Ameri- 
ca, a recruiting organization affili- 
ated with the National Education 
Association, now numbers 32,859 high 
‘school students and 23,883-in colleges 
and universities.

= right direction, but they cannot be 
effective without support from every- 
body.

THE, EASTER RABBIT 

Kuster rabbits and Haster eggs are 
au common sight now, but where do 
they originate? In the grasses or be- 
hind chairs? No, these theories are 
only told to the younger generation. 
The egg is an emblem of Easter; it 
is believed to hold the seed-of life. In 
some places eggs were forbidden as 
food during Lent and then on Easter 
Sunday, they were served. The pa- 
gens regarded the rabbit as the em- 
blem of fertility and thought rabbits 
lnid the eggs! 

In ancient times, the hare was a 
symbol for the moon because the 
moon was ‘considered the open-eyed 
watcher of the world, and hares were 
born with open eyes. Now in countries 
where hares are uncommon, rabbits 
are used as the Easter symbol and in 
the United States, it’s not unusual to 
hear the Easter rabbit called the Eas- 
ter ‘bunny’. 

Perhaps mothers and dads do tell 
their children that the Easter bunny 
brings the eggs, but this American 
tradition arose years ago from FEas- 
ter. Some people also say that Haster 
is an anniversary, but it is not. It is 
the celebration of the event of Christ’s 
ressurection, the'most joyous day in 
the Christian year.

E. P. T. AND PHI.U

The members of E.P.T. and Phi U 
were given an insight regarding the 
complexity of federal aid to education 
Monday evening, April 5, by Assemb- 
Iymun Arthur L. Peterson. Mr. Peter- 
son stated at the outset of his talk

The speaker traced the history of 
federal aid to; education tvom 1789 to 
legislation pending i in our Congr ess to 
date. He entered into discussion of 
many of the important pieces of ieg- 
islation regarding edueation pointing 
out some of the waste and unfairness 
of ‘certain legislation, He remarked 
that much of the past federal legisla- 
tive action regarding education was 
necessary for the development of 
higher education on a broader level. 
; Regarding the present administra: 
tion’s views on additional federal aid 
Mr. Peterson quoted one administra- 
tion official as saying that the state 
and local governments must find sore 
way to solve their own problems re- 
garding education. Assemblyman Fet- 
erson produced several charts tu svp- 
port his statement that additional 
help from the federal government 
would not necessarily “increase . the 
quality of education. 

Mr. leterson closed by saying that 
proponents on both sides of*the ques- 
tion of federal aid to education have 
strong points in their favor.”

eer. Therefore, we would like to dis- 
cuss some of the possibilities. 

First, may we say that the curricu- 
lum has first demand upen a students 
time and effort. For that reason first 
year students with insufficient funds 

“are not encouraged to enter college. 
Those who find-it-necessary to earn a 
part of their expenses are expected to 
také a reduced program. 

An employment bureau is main- 
tained by the school to locate jobs for 
needy students. On campus, students 
work in the library, laboratories, and 


cafeteria. Off campus agencies in

Menomonie offer added opportunities. 

The state of Wisconsin provides a 
loan fund for resident students who 
need assistance. Such loans are limit- 
ed to $200 per year for fees and $120 
per semester for maintenance, Gener- 


ally, these loans are granted after a} 


semester of work, but in some cases 
may be granted after four weeks of 
work. The loans are non-interest bear- 
ing while the student is\in attendance. 
However, 
from the date of last attendance and 
during this period bear 4% interest. 


Another source for a loan is the 
Eichelberger fund. A_committee—se- 
lects the recipients on the basis of 
scholarship, character, personality, 
and proféssional_promise. Freshmen. 
are not elgible to use this money. One 
year after the -student—leaves college 
such-loans.must-be repaid. 


Whether the ‘student decides on 
part-time work or to request a loan, 
each of us should emphasize that go- 
ing to college is a full-time job which 
requires the students best efforts.

She will undergo a complete 
transformation into a Danish farm 
girl, residing with four farm families 
in that nation and assuming her share 
of farm and household duties..She will 
exchange ‘her American college ward-, 
robe for the clothing of a Danish farm 
girl. According to Miss Detlor, becom- 
ing a new person has a definite psy- 
chological goal: : 

“By living, dressing, and: working 
as a member of a Danish family, I will 
be accepted as a participant in all of 
their activities instead of looking on 
as a tourist. The families and I can 
really come to know,one another on 


—this_basis.”" 


Miss Detlor must discard one other 
cherished possession ‘when she reach- 
es Denmark—her ability to speak En- 
glish. Instead of current American 
college slang, she will converse en- 
tirely in German and Danish, the lan- 
guage of the families with whom she 
will live. Using phonograph records, 
Miss Detlor now labore three hours 
daily to “master” both languages be- 
fore her June 1.departure. 

However, the 4-H organization and 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
are leaving nothing to chance in train- 
ing a coed who will represent the na- 
tion to a whole segment of Denmark.

Remembering his knowledge 
of weaving, he journeyed to Minneap- 
olis to confer with Siegerfried Marcus- 
sen, who is well-known among weav- 
ing enthusiasts for his ‘skill in the 
Danish weaving crafts. Mr. Marcus- 
sen set Ted up with a loom. 

Since the first of this year, when 
he got hig loom, Ted has produced 
over one hundred purses and sold ev- 
ery one of them. Each takes about 
two and one half hours to weave. 
Ted’s basic sequence is the Rum Ri- 
ver pattern, and from it he can pro- 
duce variations. He has “been using 
summer colors—White and pastels— 
in most of his handbags for the warm 
weather trade. 

Being a resourceful man, and also 
a potential industrial arts teacher, he 
has made the shuttles he used and 
now is working on a_bobbin-winder. 
Ted has even expanded into the field 
of fashion, designing his own hand- 
bags and seeking to develop new 
styles: “so 
“Right now I am experimenting on 
an envelope-type purse with snap op- 
enings. This style seems to be quite

The preceding comment is that of 
Miss Lillian Froggatt, head librarian 
at Stout, in describing the rapidity 
‘with which Stout students have be- 
come accustomed to the larger gnd 
more varied facilities which are avail- 
able to them in the new college li- 
brary. ‘= 

Now that this completely-modern li- 
brary is in operation, the Stoutonia 
has asked Miss. Froggatt to summar- 
ize rules of library procedure, explain 
the location and use of certain library 
equipment, and describe some special 
rooms in the library building. 

According to Miss Froggatt, rules 
governing the checking out of library 
materials remain the same. The two- 
week, three day and two-hour. time 
limits for using library materials re- 
main in effect. Books checked out for 
two weeks are obtainable at the large 
circulation desk facing the library 
lobby. Three-day and two-hour books 
will be checked out at the smaller desk 
facing the reading room.° 


Students may enter the stacks, as 
they. were permitted to do in the old 
library, upon signing a stack record 
pad which is kept at the main circu- 
lation desk. Students are also permit- 
ted in the stacks to obtain back copies 
‘of magazines. ek

MR. WIGEN REPRESENTS | \ 


STOUT AT CONFERENCE i: 
Representing The-Stout Institute at. 


the National Education Association of 
Regional Instruction conference, held 
recently in Minneapolis, was R. A. 
Wigen, director of graduate studies at 
the college. 

Theme of the conference was 
“Working Together for Better Teach- 
ing in These Times.” Delegates were 
addressed by national education lead- 
ers and then formed panels to discuss 
problems of elementary and secondary 
education. 

Among major topics were Some 
Constant Schoolwide Fundamentals, 
Understanding and Working with Pu- 
pils, Creating an Environment for 
Learning, and Evaluating Educational 
Work. 

Mr. Wigen was appointed to repre- 
sent the Wisconsin Industrial Arts as- 
sociation and the American Industrial 
Arts association as a consultant for 
the “Experience Sharing Group.” 
Topic for that group was “Helping 
Children Develop the Habits of Prob- 
lem Solving and Critical Thinking.” 


MAGAZINE 
CARRIES ITEMS 
OF INTEREST 


Two items of interest to college stu- 
dents and faculty members have re- 
cently been reported in “Higher Ed- 
ucation and National Affairs,” a per- 
iodic publication of the American 
Council on Education. 

One significant piece of data is a 
report by the Veterans Administra- 
tion indicating that in Febraury there 
were 144,393 veterans enrolled in in- 
stitutions of higher learning under 
Public Law 550, an increase of 13,887 
over the number in January. 


Since institutions of higher learn- 
ing have been paying $6,000,000 an- 
nually in federal admission taxes, re- 
cent enactment into law of H.R. Bill 
8224 means that federal taxes are re- 
moved on admissions to athletic 
events between educational institu- 
tions during the regular athletic sea- 
son. This exemption applies on tickets 
where the admissions occur on or af- 
ter April 1, 1954.

Recent approval by the curriculum 
and Instruction committee of The 
Stout Institute of two new courses in 
the college curriculum will increase 
the course work available to Stout 
students. The committee also ap- 
proved additional courses for Stout’s 
approaching simmer,session and act- 
ed upon a proposed change in credit 
hours for student teaching in the Di- 
vision of Home Economics, 

Especially designed for officers and 
members of student organizations and 
for students who will later have active 
roles in community affairs, a new 
speech department course will be of- 
fered in “Techniques of Group Lead- 
ership” The course would be offered 
both semesters: of the college year for 
two class hours of credit. 

Aims of the course, «as stated by 
Norman Zieman, chairman of Stout’s 
speech department, include improving 
the student’s skill in oral commuica- 
tion, increasing reflective thinking, 
offering training in democratic me- 
thods, helping a student to realize the 
advantages of group action, and 
strengthening the attitudes and skills 
of students in leading or participating 
in group discussion. 

According to Zieman, class parti- 
cipants will receive valuble training, 
both for membership in college socie- 
ties and for citizenship, from training 
in principles of parliamentary law and 
in proper parliamentary procedures. 

A suggested course of study in 
“Tool “‘&nd Die Making, as proposed 
by Dick G. Klatt, of the general me- 
tals departments of the Division of 
Industrial Education, also received 
committee approval. The course, for 
two credits, would be offered each 
semester of the regular college year 
and also in summer sessions. 

Planned for advanced metalwork- 
ing students and graduate students 
seeking additional technical training 
in metals, the class will offer a broad 
concept of the field of work in the 
metals area, give an additional elec- 
tive course of an exploratory nature, 
broaden the student’s consumer know- 
ledge of certain industrial products, 
develop manual skills, and improve 
the background of students interested 
in industrial work rather than teach- 
ing. : 
Problems will be analyzed and ne- 
cessary materials, lay-out work, me- 
thods of fabrication, and necessary 
machine tools operations will be plan- 
ned by the student and checked by the 
instructor prior to each construction 
project. Certain prerequisite courses, 
for which substitutes can be made at 
the discretion of the instructor,have- 
been set up for the student interested 
in Tool and Die Making.

MR. MILNES CONCLUDES 
HIS TEACHING CAREER 


His Forty-Five Years 
Of Teaching Give Him 
Pleasant Memories 


If you were suddenly called upofi to 
instruct 12,000 students, that assign- 
ment would undoubtably seem a -bit 
terrifying to you, whether your were 
a trained teacher or not. 

But when 12,000 students have been 
distributed among. your classes 


—throvghout-—a—distinguished 45 year | 


‘teaching career, that total—although 


still immense—might not be so alarm- 
ing. Instead it could well represent a 
lifetime of pleasure and challange. 

Such has been the experience of Mr. 
Harold Milnes, who will retire this 
June from the faculty of The’Stout In- 
stitute, after 45. years of teaching 
shop, foundry and patternmaking, 38 
of these years at the college. 

Mr. Milnes’ interest in industrial ed- 
uention -then called “manual training” 
—begaun long ago in Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, when Milnes, then a student in 
the Kansas City ‘Manual Training 
high ‘school, built a five horsepower 
motor which: was placed in the mach- 
ine shop exhibit at the St Louis 
World’s Fair in 1904, 

“It was the recommendation of my 
former principal in’ the Kansas City 
school that started. me on my teaching: 
career,” says Mr. Milnes. “And _ his 
memory will be dear to me as long as 
I live. 

After graduation, from the Manual 
Training high school, Mr. Milnes: at- 
tended school at the Armor Institute 
of Chicago, and later was employed 
for a year and a half by: the Western 
Bleetrie Company. 

Returning to Missouri, he then was 
employed by the Kansas City Elec- 
tric Light,and Power Company, before 
going to. Evansville in 1909--oh -his 
first teaching job. And, it was in Ev- 
ansville also that Mr. Milnes, working 
at the Vulean Plow Company during 
summer vacations, acquired a back- 
ground of foundry and pattern-mak- 
ing. He continued to instruct machine 
shop at Evansville high school for sev- 
en years before coming to The Stout 
Institute, where he has taught ever 
since. 

After earning credits toward a 
Bachelor of Science degree at Colum- 
bia University and Chicago University 


_Mr. Milnes transferred those credits 


to The Stout Institute, where he re- 
ceived his degree in 1922. He was 
granted his Master of Science degree 
at Iowa State college in 1936, after

The situation in regard to available 
Stout Institute male graduates is also 
restricted. Since the Korean incident 
of 1951, from 25 to 30: Stout indus- 
trial education graduates from each 
class have entered military service 
following commencement. In addition, 
many underclassmen were drafted in- 
to military service and not permitted 
to complete college. 

Therefore, thé number of this year’s 
industrial - education” graduates is 


small. Because 18 such men will enter. 


service following commencement, only 
35 Stout Institute industrial educa- 
tion majors are available for place- 
ment.

First National Bank 


Gives Paper Facts On 

Life of James Stout - 

As part of its 75th Diamond Jubilee; 
the First National Bank in Menom- 
onie presents to Stoutonia, readers 
some phases of the life of, James 
Huff Stout, founder of The Stout In- 
stitute, who at the time of his death 
on December 8, 1910 was. president 
of the First National Bank, having 
served since 1906. 

A resolution passed by the Board 
of Directors at the time says in part, 
“Mr. Stout was a man fully under- 
stood by but_a few, but he was one 
of the noblest characters that has ever 
touched our lives, and he has always 
proved to be a benefit to every life 


*~ with whom he canie in contact.” 


James Huff Stout was born Septem- 


~ ber 25, 1848 at Duburque, Towa, the 
son of Henry L. and Evelyn Deming 
Stout. In his ancestry were men and 
women of pioneer spirit, intellectual 
strength and great business ability. 
He was educated in the schools of 
Dubuque and spent some time at the 
old University of Chicago. 

In 1871 he joined the organization 
of the Knapp Stout and Co., one of 
the largest lumbering concerns in the 
country, with headquarters in Men- 
omonie, Wisconsin. He worked in the 
several branches of the industry at 
Dubuque, at Reed’s Landing in Wis- 
consin, und in St. Louis before coming 


to Menomonie -in 1889 to make his 
home here. He had also spent two 
years in Washington, D. C. in con- 
nection with lumbering legislation and 
made many friendships there which 


were helpful to-him in his later work 
in educational fields. 


In St. Louis he became interested 
in the manual training classes taught 
in the publie schools, and through 
helping several boys financially and 


observing their educational improve- 
ment during the new type of school- 
ing, he came to the eonclusion. that 
instruction of various sorts could be 
given along with the academic work

This proposition wus accepted and 
a building was erected on the high 
school grounds to serve a probation- 
ary stage. It consisted of two stories, 
equipped to serve the boys on 
first floor and the girls on the sec- 
ond, Two teachers for the girls and

Toledo Manual Training School. The 


school opened January 5, 1891 teach- | 
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tirely by Stout. Its equipment was 
splendid, including every appliance 
known at that time for teaching wood 
and iron work, mechanical drawing, 
domestic arts, pen, pencil, and char- 
coal dvawing, as well as painting in 
water color and oil. 


In 1897 this manual training school 
building and the high school were 
burned tu the ground. While the per- 
sonal loss to Stout was about $60,000, 
he offered at once to put up another 
training school if the City of Men- 
omonie would spend anotner $60,000 
to erect a suitable high school. The, 
city agreed and in September of 1v98 
the new school was opened for school 
classes. This time the two buildings 
were built of red brick with a bridge 
joining them at the second floor, Ail

deficits. If was recommended by Har- 
vey that provision for the future 
should be made through a separate 
corporate body under the manage- 
ment of a Board of Trustees for The 
Stout Institute. 

Before any definite arrangement for 
personal financial support could be 
made, Mr, Stout died on December 8, 
1910 without leaving a will to indicate 
the disposition of his estate. Up to the 
time of death, he had spent over 
$500,000 on the schools. It was the de- 
sire of Mrs, Stout and the other heirs 
that the Stout school should pass into 
the control of the state and become. a 
part of its educational system. This 
was accomplished in 1911, and today 
The Stout Institute is a member of 
the school system in the state.of Wis- 
consin, :
